NETHERLANDS AND UK FELT COMMITTEE NEEDED TO AVOID MAKING 
PLANS WHICH WOULD PUT ACTIVITIES IN STRAIT JACKET. US 
COMMENTED THAT PAPER RAISES QUESTIONS WHICH HAD NOT YET 
BEEN ANSWERED IN SCEPC AND IN SUBORDINATE BODIES. FURTHER. 

AS CANADIAN REPORT STATED, IF PLENARY IS TO ADDRESS THESE
